3. The duties of the F. C. shall be: 

\ a. To organize fiad centralize the propaganda. 

b. To represent the organization at hoihe and abroad. 

«. To collect the dues and transmit to the G. C. it« 
v share, 

. d. To give a month!/, report to the I*ocal Commiftces 
and Sections * * far as possible. 

e. To give a quarterly report of the financial condition 
of the organizirion. 

4. The F. C. may refuse to \ dniit, or may exclude fro its 
midst, societies and branches. It is, however, "not empower I to 
deprive them of their International character, but it may pr< ;x>se 
•their .suspension to the General Couicil. 

5. The Federal Council shall be authorized to make such proin^ 
tions from time to time as shall le deemed necessary, which 
propositions shall be binding if approved by a majority of the 
Sections within one month of their issue. 

6. .The, Federal Council shall appoiit one General Secretary w > 
is to sign all documents and keep a correct copy of cverythin, 
emanating from the F. C. for which he s.iall be held responsible. 

7. The Federal Council shall give notice to the Sections two 
months previous to tl» Congress and also send in at that time tht> 
order of. the day and tie propositions for ttu* Congress. 

\ B. Sections. 

1. Ten persons speaking the same language, belonging to tin 1 
working-class, shall be entitled to form a Section. In case there he 
another Section, speaking the same language within one mile, its 
permission shall be necessary for such formation. An appeal to the 
F. C. may be had, if such permission be refused. This rule shall 
not apply to Trades Unions 

2. Every Section must consist of at least three-fourth of wagvo 
laborers. 

3. Newly formed Sections shall demand admission by transmitting 
to the F. C. tho* current years dues and a complete list of its 
members, giving their full name, residence and trade with remark 
whether wages Laborer or nit, also a formal resection that , they 
acknowledge and defend the principles and statute** >f the 1. W . A. 
and of the North- American Federation, accompany d by a copy 01 
its own statutes. •

7 5. Sections are enjoined to >ep. within .the' prbi--«r sphere of

6. Every Section may propose measures or resolutions of a 
general character to the Federal Council to be submittal to all other 
v Sections within six weeks after receipt, if approved by the P. O. 
An appeal from any decision or action of the F. C. nay be taken 
by submitting the case; 

a. To the Sections of which a majority shall decide. 

b. To the annual Congress. ■ - -v 

' *" 7. On the third Sunday of every month each Section shall 
transmit to the Local Committee, or— such L. C. not existing— to 
the Federal Council a faithful report of its proceedings and doings 
during the preceding four or five weeks with datas^of attendance at 
meetings and financial condition. 

8. Every Section shall establish regular statistical researches on 
the condition of Workingmen and Labor on a uniform plan to be 
adopted by the Congress. Quarterly reports of the same shall be 
made to the resp. L. C. or F.' C. and an elaborate annual report in 
the third week of June. 

9. All Sections are invited to entertain good relations with the 
Trade Unions and to promote their formation. 

C Local Committees. 

1. Local Committees with appropriate powers shall be formed 
whereever more than one Section exists, whose aggregate member- 
ship is not less than fifty. 

2. Sections of the same locality shall hold general joint meetings 
at least once every three months. 

3. Every member of a Local Committee shall actually belong to 
the Section he represents. 

P. Dues and Assessments. 

1. An annual contribution of ten cents shall be paid by. every 
member of the organization to the Federal Council. The dues to 
the General Council shall be extra. 

2. The Federal Council shall have the power to make an 'extra- 
ordinary assessment of ftve cents on a member in case of emergency 
and if more be required to obtain the consent of the Sections. 

3. All Sections are requested to found fonds of assistance for 
the purpose of aiding all persecuted members, etc. 

E. Special ^Regulations. 

1. All communications between Sections, Committees, etc., shall 
pass through the hands of the properly constituted authorities, 
that is the F. C. and L.C., except in case of grievances or complaints 
against said authorities. In the latter case due notice of it shall be 
given to the F. C. or L. C.
